Vital statistics and statistics relating to certain aspects of public 
health for the year 1950 are presented in this volinne. The form of 
presentation does not differ materially from the one followed during 
earlier years. The system of registration of births and deaths is not 
quite satisfactory in all parts of the country. There are wide varia- 
tions in completeness and coverage from State to State. It is more or 
less satisfactory in all "Part A States and in some of the other States, 
In certain other parts of the c.ountry, however, it is unreliable and at 
some places, no arrangements exist for the registration of vital events. 
As the information in respect of most of the Part B States and some of 
the Part C States is fragmentary and unreliable, only vital statistics 
for Part A States and the three part 0 States of Ajmer, Coorg and 
Delhi are included in this volume. We hope that in the coming years 
the data will be more complete. In the light of what has already 
been stated it will be necessary to taxe into account the limiting 
factors in the interpretation of the published ftgnies particularly in 
making inter-State comparisons or while considering the mortality 
caused by specific diseases or groups of diseases. The downward 
trend in mortality may be ascribed, mainly to public health measures 
undertaken in the States. A similar trend noticed in birth rates does 
not, however, lend itself to a simple interpretation. 

Statistics regarding antimalarials distributed, sickness and 
mortality among prisoners and various types of cases of tuberculosis 
treated in hospitals, hitherto published in this volume, have now 
been left out. However, these will be incorporated in the relevant 
chapters of the main report.
